on their capital.” 

As 40 per cent. of the corporations 
annually lose on their business, the 
repeal of the capital stock tax would 
be welcome to them, declared Senator 
Smoot, adding that ‘‘the real question 
is whether Congress intends to benefit 
the corporations whose net incomes 
are less than 10 per cent. or the. cor-

Sees No Gain From Publicity, 


Publicity of income tax payments 
had accomplished nothing, the Senator 
argued, citing that sometimes taxpay- 
ers filed fictitiously large or small 
sums as their payment, and although 
these were published as the true sum, 
they were later amended. . 

“Except’ for such newspapers that 
have devoted their pages to the: data 
instead of giving their readers news 
and except for the use.of the infor- 
mation .by persons desiring to find a 
willing market for questionable securi- 
ties, it is not apparent that the infor- 
mation: so disclosed has been intelli- 
gently availed of by anybody,”” Senator 
Smoot asserted. 

“The Treasury Department has been 
unable to.trace any additional tax re- 
ceipt from the fact of publicity. On 
the contrary, there is every reaso. for 
concealment of the actual facts. 

“‘The publicity feature is an addi- 
tional incentive for delay in the final 
settlement of tax liability and is a 
hindrance rather than an aid to the 
Treasury in its desire to have tax mat- 
ters settled as promptly as possible.’’ 

Discussing estate es, Senator 
Smoot said that the Government had 
collected from, 1917 to 1925, inclusive, 
almost $900,000,000 and that $90,000,000 
was expected in 1926, while the States 
had collected about the same. Arguing 
that the Government should withdraw 

from the estate tax field, he said: 

“The actual right to ee. of prop- 
erty at death, or of the heirs to enjoy 
the property at death, is a right, which 
is granted. under the laws of each in- 
dividual State. The right of disposition 
is not a matter over which the Federal 
Government has any direct control.”’

The trustees of Emanu-El said that 
a contract was signed with Mr. Winter 
6n Jan. 5, when he paid $250,000 down.

‘Did Not Say the Peittiesl Storm. 
Would End When Hague Got

In another move yesterday by City 
Commissioner John, Saul sof © Jersey 
City, political observers saw a widen- 
ing of the réported break between.

The new move of the Commissioner 
was the suspension of nine more park 
employes and the transfer of twenty- 
five others. Like the sixteen men and 
Women suspended or dismissed 
through the action of ‘the .Commia- 
sioner in the last ' few days, all those 
affected by the latest development 
were either appointed by Mr. Moore 
during his long service with the city, 
or were recommended. by him. 


In his order. suspending the nine | w 


park employes, Commissioner Saul 
gave the same reason he offered for 
the-other suspensions and dismissals, 
which was that at the present time: 
there was not enough work for the 


**, employes to warrant payment of their 


salaries. The twenty-five’ men trans- 
ferred had been stationed at the City 
Hall. They were shifted to other posts 
~ im the Department of Parks and Pub- 
lic Property, which is under the’ — 
tion of Cimmissioner Saul. 

Although the changes in. the sesh 
and playground system, which was Mr, 
Moore's special pride as City Commis- 
sioner, stirred up. an unusual amount

Dr. Harris Says Health and Welfare 
Departments Merged Facilities 
—Stresses Examinations.

The. number of ‘deaths “from tuber- 
culosis in New York City ‘décreased in 
‘1925, according to a statistical report 
presented yesterday afternoon by Go- 
dias J. Drolet before the joint annual 
meeting of the New ‘York Tuberculosis 
and Health Association and the Asso- 
ciation of Tuberculosis Clinics at the New 
York Academy of Medicine, 17 West 
Forty-third Street. Manhattan, he said, 
still remained the hotbed of tuber- 
culosis, furnishing 44 per cent. of the 
deaths and more than 50 per cent. of 
all new cases reported during the year. 
A marked increase in the number of 
deaths was noted in the Bronx and 
a slight increase jin Queens. In Greater 
New York 5,741 persons died of tuber- 
culosis in 1925, against 5,471 in 1924, 
accérding to the ds ayy Of the 
27,172 cases in New Yo City 1,371 are 
those of children under 16 years of age. 
': Health Commissioner Louis I. Harris, 
who is also President of the Associa- 
tion of Tuberc s Clinics and a di- 
rector of the’ New York Tuberculosis 
and Health Association, said that the 
Department of Health and the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare had combined 
their facilities for admitting tubercular 
patients to sanatoria and hospitals. 
This dispenses with the delay hereto- 
fore in placing tubercular: patients in 
hospitals, Dr. Harris said. 

Dr. Harris. emphasized the necessity 
for all health agencies in the city to 
act. in concert in educating the public 
‘to a realization of the value of periodic 
—* examinations. He also stressed 
—— of cooperation prevailing be- 

the twenty-three municipal tu- 
berculosis clinics and the eight private 
clinics. 
Dr. James A. Miller, President of the 
New. York Tuberculosis and Health 
Association, said that heart disease 
was offering a new field of activity for 
the_association, and indicated that ac- 
tive work would be done in that field 
when the tuberculosis work of the as- 
sociation had been successfully turned 
over to the city. He announced the 
association’s combination with the New 
York.

WANT GOV. SMITH TO SPEAK 


—— Conference Wishes to Hear 
His Housing Views—Offers 
Its Help to Walker. 


The recommendation in the report of 
the Housing Commission that the 
emergency rent laws be permitted to 
lapse so far as they apply to rooms 
renting for more than $20 a month was 
unanimously endorsed yesterday by the 
recently organized Advisory Housing 
Conference at a meeting at the Wo- 
men’s City Club, 22 Park Avenue. 

The conference, which is made up of 
representatives of more than fifty so- 
cial welfare organizations, voted to in- 
vite Governor Smith to address a pub- 
lic meeting here on conditions. 
The date and the character of the 
gathering are to left to the Governor, 
who is to decide whether the opposi- 
tion to his program is to be presented. 
It also.was voted that . Alice N. 
Proskauer, Secretary of 1e confer- 
ence, inform Mayor Walker of its or- 
ganization and proffer, to him all pos- 
sible aid in carrying out a program for 
better housing conditions. 

Lawson Purdy, Chairman of the con- 
ference, commented on the fact that 
every one present was of one mind in 
approving the Housing Commission's 
recommendations with respect to the 
continuation of the Emergency Kent 
laws as being significant.. Mrs. Henry 
\Moscowitz said that it was a question 
of exempting rooms renting over $20 
monthly or seeing the laws lapse en- 


y- 

“If you try to keep the present law," 
said Mrs. Moscowitz, .‘‘the courts will 
upset it on the ground ‘that there is no 
‘emergency’ and you will get no pro- 
tection at all.”’ 

Mr. Purdy said he believed conditions 
were such now that the law was no 
longer necessary as applied to the 
Hhigher priced apartments and dwell- 
ings. He added that he did not wish

‘The story of Miss Lewis’s career has 
been told before this. It is known that 
in the space of a very few years she 
graduated from the ranks of Mr. Zieg- 
feld’s chorus to the. celebrated stage 
upon which she figured yesterday. Her 
experience of grand. opera had been 
necessarily brief.until that time, being 


Marguerite in ‘‘Faust’’ at the Vienna 
Opera House and in “Tales of Hoff- 


man” in London, ‘She gained praise 
from foreign critics in an appearance 
as the Merry, Widow of Lehar’s oper- 
a. 
Yesterday Miss Lewis accomplished 
all that could be ——— of her expe- 
rience, training and ‘vocal equipment. 
The voice is a light one, unequal in its 
registers. The upper tones are the 
‘freest and most effective. She had 
evidently studied her role very care- 
fully for the occasion. This was evi- 


——— Pipe th interfered. with 
phrasing, and which was partly re- 
sponsible for insecure intonation dkter 
on. The last tones of the closing. duet 
with the tenor in this act are not 

for many. sopranos, and Miss Le 
was not fortunate in singing them. 
Her principal contribution to the role 
was histrionic rather than vocal, since, 
as a singer, while she -is courageous, 
she is ‘neither finished, ‘solidly 
grounded nor equipped with a voice of 
unusual possibilities. What . pleased 
the audience was her attractive pres- 
ence and charm of manner. Here her 
experience of the stage, her native wit 
and resourcefulness of an. actress 
helped her. ‘She om overdid the 
part; though the’ last act was too 
richly costumed. On ‘the whole, she 
kept the picture of the little seamstress 
| within it8 frame. It is true that a 
tendency to’ drag tempi resulted in 
occasional. effects. of sentimentality 
which did not enhance the distinction 
of music that in itself verges -peril- 
ously near thé sentimental; it is also 
true that the orchestra had to be held 
down, ironed out for her, and that be- 
cause of these palpable deficiencies the 
performance as a whole lost a large 
measure of vitality. ; 

At the same timie; it cannot be said 
that there were inherent qualities in 
Miss Lewis’s performance which justi- 
fied the fuss made over her—the bou- 
quets thrown by many gentlemen who 
had carefully stationed themselves 
within a- bouquet’s throw of-the stage, 
the applause that came from special 
quarters of the house, the curtain calls 
scarcély demanded by the quantity and 
the quality of the plaudits at the end 
of the opera. 

Every one will commend the am⸗ 
bition and the courage of a young 
American girl with a desire to gradu- 
ate from the realm of light opera or 
vaudeville to grand opera, and the in- 
dustry to achieve her purpose. - Other 
American :giris than Lewis have 
done this, and the public and press 
have been happy in recognizing the 
fact. The present facts ‘about Miss 
Lewis are that while she has a rea- 
sonable degree of cleverness and apti- 
tude for the: ctage she is far from 
being substantially prepared for the 
things she wishes. to do, and has a 
considerable distance to go beforé she 
achieves the standards that the Metro- 
politan Opera House professes. to 
enforce and maintain. 

The feature of this performance was 
the. beautiful singing and the artistic 
interpretation by: Edward Johnson of 
the réle of Rodolfo. What a pleasure 
it. was to hear the part sung with 
such distinction of phrase and beauty 
of tone, such regard for vocal and 
dramatic values, and such.an admir- 
able’ intelligence for the stage. The 
rest of the performance was of indif- 
ferent metit. ~The énsemble of the 
quartet was by no means a vivid or 
particularly finished one.

RATES AND VALUATIONS. 

- Btate Legislatures are yourger than 
Congress in the practice of regulating 
rates of public utilities. They might 
have the advantage of avoiding the 
mistakes of Federal regulators. It is 
now known that there is no such thing 
as a rate reasonable in and of itself, 
without reference to other considera- 
tions.,, Nowadays rates must be tested 
by their relation to other rates. They 
must ‘be: regulated- in. relation ‘to 
profits. This is the root of the demand 
for valuation: of capital.’ It ‘has cost 
the: railways and the: Interstate 
merce ‘Commission: a: hundred mill 
and many ‘years to be told by the 
courts that’ the capital on which rates 
must allow a reasonable rate of profit 
is not the capital which varies daily in 


the ' stock markets, but the-value of 


the property dedicated ta. * service of 
the public, . ¢€ 

The brief of the Public Service Com- 
mission of New York argues that tele- 
phone rates are sufficient because 
during all the time the present rates 
have been effective the company, has

NEW PROBLEMS IN JAPAN. 

Amo the possible results of the 
death of Premier Karo is the dissolu- 
tion of the Japanese Diet and a gen- 
era] election on the basis of the new 
manhood franchise. Such’ a contin- 
gency was discussed when the present |* 
‘session of Parliament convened last 
Christmas: Day. The Kato Adminis- 
tration was generally considered to 
have exhausted its popularity. The 
emergence of a strong leadership | was 
regarded as impossible under existing 
parliamentary conditions, Kato ‘was 
‘at the head. ofa coalition of the three 
leading parties in the Diét;"but they 
were parties having no common policy 
and internally. rent- by personal and 
group ambitions, This complexion of 
affairs would .be altered in. a ,Diet 
elected by twelve or thirteen million 
voters instead of the three and a half’ 
million electors under the old fran- 
chise. . Tokio opinion even discussed 
the probability of the Premier’s resig- 
nation on the ground of ill-health, 
which, as events show, would have 
been more than a pretext. 

The late Premier played a leading 
role in. the great upswing of Japan's 
international. positiq, after the Chi- 
nese ‘War of 1894. To his activities 
at the Court of St, James’ 8 was due 
the conclusion of ‘the original Anglo- 
Japanese alliance in 1902 and its re- 
newal in 1911. The sequel to the first 
treaty was Japan’s war against Rus- 
sia. The sequel to the second was 
Japan’s entrance into the World ‘War. 
Forward-looking policy passed into ag- 
gressive policy when Karo, as Foreign 
Minister under Oyama, gought’'to im- 
pose the famous Twenty-one Demands 
upon China in 1915.' It proved ‘his 
undoing. At the time of his death it 
was conjectured whether China for a 
secorid tfme might not undermine his} 
position.. ‘Though Japanese policy to- 
ward Peking has perceptibly softened 
since the Shantung settlement, the 
dispatch of Japanese troops to China 
during recent disturbances in that 
country was severely criticized, as a 
violation of the policy of retrerich- 
ment at home to which Karo. was 
pledged. : 

Japanese concern with, the Asiatic 
mainland must remain acute in view 
of recent Russian and Chinese history, 
yet the centre of gravity in Japanese 
Government policy has been shifting 
steadily to home affairs. The exten- 
ston of the franchise is the result of a 
growing democratic movement, with 
its extremist wing in a Communist 
agitation that has caused some 
anxiety. Japanése labor ,has ‘been 
growing. in self-c@hsciousness, stimu- 
lated by the charge that ‘the Govern- 
ment took advalitage of the public 
panic.after the great earthquake to 
initiate a policy of rigorous suppres- 
sion against the labor leaders. Last 
year an attempt to organize-an In- 
dustrial and Agrarian Workers’ Party 
was crushed by the police acting under 
the Peace Preservation. law, which 
has been held to nullify the gains

It had the same force with Napoleon 
as with Alexander, Hannibal, Caesar 
or Frederick; and if has lost none of 
its importance today, with smokeless 
powder, high explosives, breech-load- 
ing rifles, airplanes, tanks and poison 
gas. 

The World War was noted as a sci- 
entific war, employing to the fullest 
nearly every modern scientific inven- 
tion. . Yet it made an increased use of 
masses ‘of men: millions engaged in 
battle at one time in place of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of former wars. 
The army was, as before, built*around 
the “‘doughboy”’ and he was thé deci- 
sive factor in battle. General Hugh, 
Drum, in his testimony beforé ‘the 
Morrow hoard, expressed this well 
when he said: “In time of peace. we! 
must not be blinded; as we have: been: 
in the past, to the sacrifices of the 
Amefican doughboy. He was and al- 
ways willbe the decisive element in 
war. * © * The prance of horses, the 
flourish of trumpets, the boom of can- 
non and the whirl of air propellers 
cannot replace the dogged determina- 
tion, aggressiveness, the ‘will to win,’ 
"ahd the ‘tenacity to hold’ of the Amer- 
ican infantryman.. The mechanical 
device can never replace the mental, 
moral ahd physical qualities of man.” 

The function of all other arms and 
services is to assist the infantry to:

An unprecedented amount 
‘of artillery ammunition was firing 
during hours of preparatory bombard- 
ment preceding infantry attacks and 
in.- ~ support of the infantry advance. 
The effectiveness of this fite, within 
the range of the artillery, was far 
superior to that of aerial Res 
ment. « 

‘The greatest usefulness ot air ‘ber 
vice-so fa? developed is in observation 
and «photography of enemy ‘troops 
and establishments, location..of posi- 
“tions of friendly troops, transmission 
of information and orders and the ob- 
servation of artillery fire. Combats in 
the air are incidental to this kind of 
service and to bombing operations. 
That is to say, combat and pursuit 
planes are designed to assist observa- 
tion and bombing planes to perform 
their *proper function and to hinder 
those.of the enemy. There will never 
be a. war in the air; nor even decisive 
battles, except in so-far as success in 
the air may make possible a vigtory 

on the ground.

IN FIVE-ALARM FIRE} 


Rush. of Frightened ’ Children 
Impedes Firemen as They” 
Work in Icy Wind. 


GLARE LIGHTS UP REGION 


Air Is 
Burning Paper In Blaze in 
East 170th Street. 


With flames swirling upward in 
sheets from the roof and windows of a 
five-story building at 225 East 120th 
Street, 
Avenues, and threatening to spread’ to 
tenement houses which it, 
five alarms were-turned in las® night 
and apparatus from the Bronx#to 
Fifty-ninth Street was called ——— 
to fight the fire. 

The firspalarm was turned in at 8:45 

o'clock, when the fire was; blazing in 
the. first floor. The first three floors 
are occupied by the Lenox, Wall Paper 
Company, the upper two by a furniture | _.. 
company. Engine Company 35; under 
Captain William Ferri, was the first 
to arrive. He turned in a second 
alarm, which called more apparatus 
under Battalion Chief ‘Smoky Joe’’ 
Martin, who turned in.a third alarm. 

By this 
time’ the building, with its highly in- 


flammable contents, was spouting fire: 
from every window. Great arms of

Whole Section Lighted Up. 

The whole neighborhood was bathed 
with a ruddy illumination and the sky 
was full of dancing .particles. of fire.

The fire had raced through the build- 
ing so swiftly that it was ablaze from

Speculative Industrial Stocks 
Mostly Advance, Others Irreg- 
ular—Money and Sterling 
Unchanged.

Except tor an appreciable upward 
trend in London money ratés, which 
brought them above our own, - the 
money markets hardly moved yester- 
day. Sterling, however, held very 
firm. Usially, when that market 
stands up so well against the 
pressure-of gpeculative and commer- 
clal sales which must have been im- 
posed upon it, the next move is an 
advance to higher figures. 

The Wall Street money market’ did 
not move at all. Bo far as concerns 
the géheral money position, the Re- 
serve system's weekly statement point-

more, making a $110,400,000 cut since 
Christmas week, as against $257,400,000 
in the same period last year.

The increase of £433,000 in its gold
